Elsinore Draws 100,000

ELSINORE, CAL., Mar. 7-8, 1971 
— There may be races in California 
that are tehcnically more 
sophisticated, or better 
determinants of a rider's ability, 
but there are certainly none that 
are more popular with the 
spectators than the collosal show 
at Elsinore. Even on Saturday for 
the secondary event (the 
lightweights), spectators lined all 
but the most remote areas of the 
course, sometimes several deep, 
and since the course is almost 10 
miles around, that's a lot of 
bodies.

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The second annual meeting of 
the Motorcycle Industry Council 
(M.I.C.) was held in Washington, 
D.C. on March 3. This association 
represents a unified effort of over 
90% of the manufacturers, 
distributors, and allied trades of 
the motorcycle industry. The 
Council works closely with many 
national and state agencies in 
various matters including 
legislation, safety education, land 
use and ecology. 

The Honoroable Harrison W. 
Loesch, Assistant Secretary for 
Public Land Management (BLM) 
was the keynote specaker at the 
M.I.C. annual dinner. The 
Honorable Glenn M. Anderson, 
Congressman from California, also 
attended the function as a guest. 
Anderson represents the Torrance, 
Carson, Gardena area and is a 
former speedway racer. 

Board of Director members and 
officers were elected for 1971 as 
follows: PRESIDENT; E. W. (Pete) 
Colman, BSA, Inc. VICE-PRESIDENT: 
Matt Matsuoka, American Honda Motor 
Co. SECRETARY-TREASURER: John 
Harley, Harley-Davidson Motor Co. 
ASSISTANT TREASURER: Richard 
Orth, U.S. Suzuki Motor Corp. 

Other Directors elected or re-elected 
were: YOJI HMAWAKI — Kawasaki 
Motors Cop. TERRY TIERNAN — 
Yamaha International Corp. JOHN

Burke was named to head the 
Membership Committee. Clayton was 
named deputy to Land Use Committee 
Chairman John Taylor. 
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President Colman announced a 
request from Dept. of Transportation to 
teach their personnel how to ride 
motorcycles and asked the industry to 
make a dozen or so different kinds of 
cycles available for their use. This the 
MIC readily agreed to do. So far, the 
feds who ride has been the most senisble 
as regards to motorcycle regulations. 
When all of them get “bugs on their 
teeth,” they may discover that the 
motorcycle offers real solutions to the 
problems of personal transport, parking 
and pollution that now plague the 
government, 

Public relations committee chairman 
Dick Orth reported that the outdoor 
billboard campaign of free public service 
announcements (“Careful, He’s Harder 
To See”) was complete, and many of 
the billboards are already visible in 
Washington state and California. The 
rest of the billboards should be up 
within the month. Orth asked for 
$58,000 budget to publish posters, 
make a movie and tape recorded 
announcements for free airplay and to 
manufacture identification placques for 
dealer associate members. 

"LAND USE" TACKLED 

John Taylor, chairman of the Land 
Use Committee, reported on the 
progress of the much-needed survey of 
motorcycle parks (still one week until 
completion) and announced that 
M.O.R.E. lobbyist Russ Sanford has 
agreed to serve as Field Service Regional 
Director to represent the M.LC. at 
legislative meetings and hearings in the 
West. $7500 was budgeted for Mr. 
Sanford's services. Taylor also won 
budget funds for a study of the effects 
of motorcycle tires on the soil ecology, 
to be carried out by an independent 
agency, as well as funds for land use 
public relations and other expenses 
totalling $56,000 for six months. 

Recognizing land use as the number 
one problem facing motorcycling today, 
Taylor and his deputy Chuck Clayton 
promised that the motorcycle industry's 
interests would be represented at all 
important meetings, conferences and 
hearings on land use. Additionally the 
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TAKES HOLD 


committee will: (1.) Open 
communication with the Sierra Club 
and other conservation groups with a 
view to coordinating activities and goals 
(2.) Publish the syllabus regarding 
motorcycle parks, public and private, 
with up-to-date facts, figures and studies 
on locating, operating and funding 
morocycle parks (3.) Conduct tests 
regarding noise, dust, erosion and 
off-road safety with a view to 
constantly updating the syllabus (4.) 
Prepare and publish a “Do’s and 
Don't's" booklet for off-road riders 
which member distributors have agreed 
to include with every off-road machine 
sold (5.) Print and distribute land use 
posters regarding noise and courtesy (6.) 
Rent billboards on the approaches to 
the California desert to advise 
motorcycle riders on desert use (7.) 
Hold a ‘‘summit meeting” with 
snowmobile, ATV and boating 
associations to explore and coordinate 
goals (8.) Establish liaison with trail 
riders to bring about self-policing on a 
local level similar to the national Ski 
Patrol plan that has worked effectively 
for many years. 

Included in the Land Use legislative 
plans for the coming six months are 
lobbying state-by-state for a 
“recreational easement law” whereby 
land owners get a tax break and liability 
exemption when they allow public use 
of their land for recreation (such a bill is 
now before the California legislature, 
thanks to M.O.R.E.). The M.I.C. plans 
to endorse reasonable off-road 
registration programs by states and 
ensure that fees collected will be applied 
to motorized recreation pakrs, etc. 

The committee also asked the 
manufacturers and distributors to “tone 
down" ads so as not to show 
motorcycles digging up soil or damaging 
ecology except in obvious racing 
situations (number plates, spectators, 
marked course; etc.). 

Thorn Cooke won approval and 
$33,000 to teach high school driver 
instruction teachers how to ride and 
how to teach motorcycle safety in their 
classes. This will be done through a 





series of workshops around the country 
attended “by college and university 
instructors, who then will teach it to the 
future high school teachers of America. 

Honda’s Matt Matsuoka reported 
that a national program of minbike 
instruction conducted through the 
YMCA has already enrolled several 
hundred “unreachable” or delinquent 
kids and been so successful that Honda 
is donating 15,000 minibikes to the 
program. Mr. Matsuoka also presented 
his committee’s definition of a 
minibike. A minibike is any 2-wheel 
vehicle (except scooters) having one or 
more of the following characteristics: 
Less than 10” wheel rim, less than 40” 
wheel base, less than 45cc engine, and 
less than 25" seat height. 

A SILENCER WITH EVERY BIKE? 

The Legislative and Technical 
Standards committee, headed by 
outgoing chairman Alan Masik, 
proposed seeking noise regulation on a 
federal level to set standards for noise 
levels that now vary between 30 or 40 
states. It proposed that all member 
distributors supply a muffler or silencer 
with every motorcycle sold, including 
racing bikes. This proposal, if passed at 
the next meeting, scheduled for April 
14 in Las Vegas, Nev., would help the 
AMA ease into more universal rules 
requiring silencers for racing and a 
consequent upgrading of our sport. 
Washington officials are aware of the 
industry’s concern with controlling 
noise and contrast us favorably with 
other off-road vehicle industries who 
make the excuse that their customers 
equate sheer noise with power. 
Fortunately, motorcyclists are not so 
naive. 

A good booklet of motorcycle 
inspection procedures was prepared and 
presented by the committee for the 
states which have vehicle inspection 
laws. And an S.A.E. air pollution study 
at the Southwest Research Institute in 
Texas will be aided by the motorcycle 
industy. 

DEALERS SIGNING UP 99%

EXHAUSTING PROBLEM 

The Ford Motor Company’s answer 
to motorcycle dealers protesting the 
Laugh-in commercial contrasting Ford 
quietness with motorcycle noise was 
verrrrry clever — but irrelevant. 

Today's relevant subject is air 
pollution, a large portion of which is 
attributable to the consumption of 
motor vehicle fuel — and Fords 
consume as much as any make. No 
wonder they cast the spotlight on 
quietness and risk antagonizing all 
motorcyclists to keep it there. 

Instead of quibbling with auto 
makers over noise, motorcycle dealers 
should launch a campaign against 
excessive fuel consumption, especially 
since politicians, car makers, petroleum 
companies and newspapers are fostering 
the idea that cleaner air must come 
from greater fuel consumption (a smog 
device currently being considered for 
installation on all used cars would 
increase fuel consumption 10 to 15%). 

The first step in such a campaign 
might be an expose of the fallacy in 
isolating specific toxic petroleum 
byproducts such as hydrocarbons, 
carbon monoxide and oxides of 
nitrogen, and claiming progress in the 
smog battle each time these substances 
are further reduced. It was not too long 
ago that hydrocarbons were the great 
bugbear of air pollution. Then it was 
reported that reducing hydrocarbon 
emission increased oxides of nitrogen 
emission; then carbon monoxide was 
identified as a health menace. Presently 
these three toxins are all we hear about, 
but reducing them 10% — 20% — 50%, 
etc., does not reduce total exhaust 
emissions one bit. It still flows 100% 
out the pipe. Or, are we to believe that 
elimination of three pollutants would 
make exhaust fumes perfectly harmless? 

The best method to reduce exhaust 
emission is to. reduce fuel consumption, 
something motorcycles do very well. 
Motorcycles — and small cars with 
motorcycle type engines, such as the 
Honda — used in greater numbers would 
significantly improve big city air. 
Actually a noisy motorcycle should be a 
welcome sound — it means someone is 
pumping one-third to one-tenth as much 
pollution into the atmosphere as a big, 
quiet automobile.

"U CHECK" 

I read with a great deal of interest 
the article in the Feb. 16 issue on 
*Enduro Checking". While I am glad to 
see that someone else is also working on 
the problem, I like to think we have 
already come up with a “Better Way”. 
Here in Northern California we have 
devised a checking system known as “U 
CHECK”. Most, if not all, clubs will be 
using it from now on and we think that 
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its a winner. If all goes as planned 
results, at least trophy winners, should 
be available the same day, even within 2 
or 3 hours. I would like to point out a 
few highlights of “U CHECK”. 

1. The rider is responsible for his 
own ‘scoring, and scorers only need to 
verify the good ones. This alone should 
save much time. 

2. All Enduro scoring in this District 
(36) is now on a “Points Lost" basis. 
The best score is no longer 1000 but 00. 
Non-finishers have 500 added to their 
scores to put them out of range of all 
finishers. 

3. If you know your score card was 
right, you know what your score is as 
soon as you finish, and by checking 
other scores already posted at the finish 
area you will have a pretty good idea 
where you stand. 

We, too, are having land problems up 
here, but we have been meeting with the 
Forest Service and BLM to try to iron 
out the problems. Aside from the “Soil 
Damage”’, which they admit is not that 
big a thing, the next biggest item is 
“NOISE”. It sure would be helpful if 
someone could develop a good-legal-no 
power-pooper muffler/spark arrester. 

Now if we could just do something 
about those people who think they have 
a perfect right to ride on anyone’s 
property at anytime, and destroy 
anything they desire. This costs us more 
property than anything else.

It is obvious from the letters that 
l've been receiving since the recent 
‘land closures’, that many of us 
have forgotten our basic lessons in 
Civics. Consequently, many of 
your letters and complaints are 
going to the wrong people. If you 
will bear with me, | will attempt 
to set your straight. 


MANY PUBLIC LANDS 

The State of California consists of 
private land and public land. Private 
land is that which is owned by an 
individual or groups of individuals 
(homeowners, ranchers, partnership, or 
. corporation). The balance of the land is 
public land, owned by the public, and 
administered for the public by an 
agency. Some of the agencies are federal 
(National Parks, U.S. Forest Service, 
Bureau of Land Management, etc.), 
while others are state (Dept. of Parks & 
Recreation, Dept. of Fish and Game, 
Division of Highways, etc.) and yet 
others at county, district, and city level. 

Because federally-administered 
public lands can be situated within the 
boundaries of any state, the federal 
government has proclaimed that 
generally the laws of each state will 
pertain to the federal lands within the 
state’s boundaries. There are some 
exceptions. For example, you must 
wear a helmet and operate with your 
headlight and taillight on when riding a 
motorcycle on a military installation, 
even though California state law has no 
such requirement. However, the federal 
law will never be less stringent than the 
state law. 

The State Legislature enacts laws 
pertaining to regulation and control of 
state-administered public lands. For 


example: there is a state law which 
recognizes off-road vehicles as a 
legitimate form of recreation and 


entitled to use of state-administered 
public lands in areas designated for such 
use. 

Counties also administer public lands 
which belong to the residents of the 
county. A county may pass an 
ordinance which is more restrictive or 
prohibitive than the state law on the 
same subject. A county cannot, 
however, pass ordinances which are less 
restrictive or demanding than the state 
law. For example: a county can prohibit 
the riding of a motorcycle on 
county-administered or 
district-administered lands within the 
county. 

Cities also administer public lands 
and again these can be either more or 
less restrictive than the county 
ordinance but cannot be less demanding 
than the state law. 

UNDERSTAND THE SETUP 

This may see very complicated but 
you must, understand this structure if 
you want to stay out of trouble. It is a 


waste of time to write to your 
congressman in Washington or your 
State senator to compalin about a 


county of city ordinance. You must 
contact the persons have jurisdiction 
over the area in question. 
RULE OF THUMB 

If you are experienceing a problem, 
determine the source of the problem. Is 
it federal? State? County? Or City? 

It it is Federal, contact your 
Representatives or Senators in 
Washington, D.C. 


If. it ^is State, contact your 
Assemblymen or Senators in the state 
Capitol. 


If it is County, contact your Board 
of Supervisors. 

If it is City, 
Council. 
COUNTY ORDINANCES EXPLAINED 

I have just completed a several-day 
trip to southern California and this is 
the summary of the information which I 
obtained; 

The Bureau of Land Management 
administers public land in both 
Riverside and San Bernardino Counties. 
The BLM lands are subject to State law 
and not to the county ordinances. This 
means that you can ride on 
BLM-administered public lands in 
Riverside and San Bernardino counties. 
Be careful, though! Remember that 
these lands are interspersed with 
privately owned lands and if you are on

private land you must have written 
permission. The BLM is developing 
detailed topographic maps showing 
areas in which you can ride. These maps 
will be available about March for $1.00 
each. This column will announce the 
details as soon as the maps are ready. 

The Riverside County ordinance (No. 
529) and the San Bernardino County 
ordinance (No. 1590) have one thing in 
common: they both require written 
permission of the landowner to ride on 
private land. 

The San Bernardino County 
ordinance is interpreted and enforced to 
pertain to county-administered public 
lands and district-administered public 
lands within the county. While it does 
not apply to city-administered public 
lands, some cities, such as Victorville, 
have enacted similar ordinances. 

The Riverside County ordinance, 
according to the County Council is 
interpreted to pertain to 
county-administered and 
district-administered public lands within 
the county. However, the Sheriff's 
Dept. is enforcing the  wirtten 
permission clause only on 
privately-owned lands. To add to this 
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confusion, the City of Riverside has 
enacted an even more restrictive 
ordinance which proclaims that even 
though you have written permission to 
ride on privately-owned lands, you must 
also have a permit from the City Police 
Dept. 

To sum up the situation in both 
counties: 

1. You can ride on privately-owned 
property with written permission of the 
landowner, his agent, or the tenant. If 
the private land is within the City of 
Riverside (possibly others) you must 
also obtain a permit from the Riverside 
City Police Dept. 

2. You can ride on BLM-administered 
public lands without obtaining 
permission. 

3. You can ride on county- and 
district-administered public lands with 
written permission of the administering 
agency. 

Both counties are experiencing 
difficulty in enforcing the ordinances. 
Rumor has it that San Bernardino 
County is considering a less-stringent 
and more workable ordiance. San 
Bernardino County has not yet issued a 
citation. On the other hand, Riverside 
County is credited with at least ten 
citations and there is no evidence of 
possible relaxation. 

Both counties are aware of our needs 
and are studying developing motorcycle 
parks on County lands which will be 
available on a use-fee basis. 

Neither county wished to enact such 
ordinances. They were forced on them 
by complaints of noise and acts of 


vandalism in and around residential 
areas. They recotnigize that the 
majority of desert riders both no one, 
but lacking the ability to provide 
adequate enforcement to stop the few 
who are causing trouble, they felt that 
there was no alternative but to stop 
eyeryone. 

` It is a pitiful shame that the ‘good 
guys’ must pay for the mistakes of a 
few! Our only hope is that we can ‘clean 
our own house’ before these same 
individuals also get us thrown off the 
BLM lands.

Tony Takes Street. 
0n Red Light

BAKERSKFIELD, CAL., March 5-7, 
1971 — Famoso Raceway sits beside an 
obscure country road some 20 miles 
north of here. It's the type of road that 
drag racing was born on two decades 
ago. This weekend the National Hot 
Rod Association hosted the 13th 
Annual Bakersfield March Fuel and Gas 
Championships, an extravaganza in 
which, for the first time in several years, 
motorcycles were welcome. 

Oddly, the record books were closed 
for the bikes but opened wide for the 
cars. To add to the irony, not a single 
four-wheeler broke an existing record 
while no less than four of the 20 bikes 
entered ran under the national times, 
one of them smashing the 9-nine second 
barrier. 

The 102-cubic-inch Harley-Davidson 
of Joe Smith became the first 
motorcycle in the history of the 
universe to enter the eight-second 
bracket with a qualifying time of 8.975 
seconds. The standing national record is 
9.14, set by Dave Campos two weeks 
ago at Irwindale, Cal. 

Smith simply had a good weekend; 
he never stopped grinning since he made 
an off-the-trailer run of 9.12 Friday. 

In the first round of Top Fuel 
Eliminations Smith trouncedBob Ables, 
who never did solve his Harley’s 
handling problems. 

Bill Chambers’ H-D was having 
trouble. getting into the nine-second 
category but appeared to have it solved 
when he found a leaky head gasket. He 
and Jeff Gough squared off and while 
Gough rocketed towards the traps 
Chamblers walked his bike away from 
the line. ‘I sheared the clutch hub key,” 
Bill smiled later. *I was hoping the hub 
would freeze to the mainshaft, but....” 

Next up was the sole non-Harley: 
Boris Murray’s twin-engine Triumph 
versus Rich Sackett’s ‘47 Knucklehead. 
Murray, like the others, was having 
difficulty coping with the sooper-tacky 
Famoso asphalt. Saturday, he did a giant 
wheelie off the line, backed off, popped 
it up again a few yards down, and did a 
third one entering the traps at 140 mph. 

That night, the tall, lanky 
frame-builder lowered the front end and 
changed the gearing. It turned out to be 
the hot set-up; this time pulled the 
quarter in 9.11 with a whopping top 
end of 167.59, the fastest of the meet. 
Sackett pulled a respectable 9.87, but it 
was time to pack. 

The 80inch Sportster that Dave 
Campos built is not only quickest, 
officially speaking, but also is the most 
"sanitary", toquote current vernacular. 
The package consists of a Boris Murray 
frame, that amazing mill, and a few 
essentials. It doesn't even have a seat. 

Campos just arrivedSaturdayfrom his 


home in Albuquerque, New Mexico, 
were he’s been rebuilding the engine. He 
loosened a ring at Irwindale when 
Murray pulled that upset. As brilliant as 
he is dedicated, Campos battled fatigue, 
traction problems, and a sour bike. 

Sonny Raslawski managed to lift 
both cylinders Saturday and Ed 
McDonald, holding the dubious honor 
of being the only Top Gasser, is the 
alternate. .McDonald does it in 10.64 
but is no match for Campos, who goes 
9.61 with his front end popping up 
sharply at the three-quarter mark. 

In the second round, the semi-finals, 
Jeff Gough stages with the usual 
amount of showmanship. Gough drives 
the push-car while owner-tuner Carl 
Morrow bump-starts their needle -nosed 
H-D. Jeff, shrouded in black leathers 
and a Bell Star, makes a long, dramatic 
walk to the rumbling dragster. Females 
found it most appealing to their tastes. 
Gough admits to his own inexperience, 
“Sheesh, I’ve only ridden this thing, 
what-- a dozen times? — and we’re still 
just experimenting.” 

On this run the Carl’s Speed Shop 
special got very wobbly. Joe Smith had 
cured all his handling quirks by tagging 
ten pounds of lead weights to the front. 
His characteristic rock-steady run was 
well over a second quicker than 
Gough’s, which is a city block at speed. 

Boris Murray once again out-did 
himself with a 9.027 to knock the ailing 
Campos out of contention. Campos 
holed a piston coming through the traps 
and at the same moment Murray 
developed an oil leak the size of a golf 
ball through on his front engine. 

In the pits, Boris stared blankly for a 
moment at the gaping wound and then 
lunged at the toolbox. In a matter of 
seconds the chain binding the two 
Triumphs together was unleashed. He 
was going to meet Joe Smith with 
750cc's! 

Meanwhile, Smith was sweating his 
clutch. There was some doubt cast 
whether or not it would take another 
run. When the two finally staged, it 
looked as if it would be an endurance 
run. Smith went ahead and dropped the 
hammer hard for a smoking 9.22. 
Murray limped down the field three 
second later but scored an outstanding 
top end of 129.87. 

All the bike riders had to wait eight 
hours before they could begin 
eliminations Sunday and all found a 
way to relax, except Tony Nicosia. 

Young Rick Blake of Bakersfield 
brought along a Honda Four punched to 
886cc's with a Powroll kit and Weber 
cam, Prepared by the House of Honda, 
Blake was running consistently nearly a 
half-second under the national record 
for B/Street bikes. He beat the C/SB 
winner Mike Blake on an innovative

Triumph Three. Nicosia had no trouble 
with top A/SB Troy Pegues’ Harley. 
Tony’s worst fear had come true; he 
was to meet the Honda. Rick Blake did 
it in 11.21 and Nicosia was slower with 
an 11.93. Blake, however, pulled the 
one pants-down boo-boo in drag racing 
and red-lighted. When it was over, Tony 
wiped his forehead and said, “That’s 
easily the fastest Honda in the 
country." Rick grinned, “Oh, there’s a 
lot of stuff we have to do to it yet.” 
This being the first year in several 
that the bikes were back here, it’s a bit 
shameful that they didn’t receive better 
accommodations. It looks as if the 
decision not to hold a record meet for 
the bikes may have been the result of a 
certain tire company’s politicking. 
Several riders said that since some prize 
money was contingent on the use of

that company's slicks it was desirable 
that the street bikes be allowed to use 
slicks. This means that a lot of 
privateers who can't/won't buy these 
tires would have an unfair disadvantage 
and therefore didn’t show.

This may be the last objective report on the doings of the new Motorcycle 
Industry Council that you get from me for a year or so. Having some spare time and 
energy lately, and no place to ride, I joined the fledgling M.I.C. organization this 
week and volunteered to serve on the Land Use Committee. 

Whether this is the beginning or the end of the best decade in motorcycle history 
depends in a large part on a back-slapping, brainstorming bunch of businessmen that 
is unlike any other industry association with headquarters in Washington, D.C. Where 
else would the keynote speaker, a high official in the U.S. Dept. of Interior, toss 
aside his carefully prepared speech, say “I don’t want to bore you for a half-hour 
with how your motorcycle people have got to stop tearing up the wilds and scaring 
the rabbits,” and relate instead the story of his first motorcycle ride? Or a 
congressman modestly boast of his young manhood spent racing the fool things on 
the dirt tracks of California? 

This is a billion-dollar-a-year business represented by men with bugs on their teeth. 
They don't claim to know all the answers, but they do have a handle on most of the 
questions, at last. 

M.I.C. members include all but the most thoroughly disillusioned great minds of 
the industry. About half the guiding board members are successful capitalists who've 
built thriving businesses out of sheer enthusiasm and no dough. These are young, 
innovative, impatient men. The rest are older, high-salaried employees of the biggest 
firms, with boards of directors to answer to. They tend to tone down the wild ideas 
and tune up reliable remedies, so the MIC's efforts are effectively spent. 

Together, they give the council an unusual style: simultaneously wide full open 
and walk-before-you-run. There is a nice assurance that essential things will get done 
in time. 

The challenges that face the motorcycle industry right now have a large head start. 
But MIC is already straining to pass them up. At the 2nd annual meeting this week, 
the MIC budgeted a quarter-million dollars more than it's got to fight the current 
problems and those coming up. They've cooled out Washington already and brought 
problems on a federal level under control. What's needed is a speedy organization on 
a local level — of motorcycle dealers — to bird-dog programs state by state, county 
by county and city by city. 

Distributor members have asked their district managers to urge dealers to join the 
national MIC and form up their own state associations. Even small companies like the 
tiny Norton/Villiers company have recorded a large dealer response. Ten states were 
already organized and working last week. But California, with over a third of the 
nation's motorcycles and all of it problems, is still dragging both feet. Every dealer 
reading this is urged to call up his distributor and join M.I.C. It's only $160 for a 
dealer associate membership and it's deductible. Give it your best try for a year, as I 
am doing, and then see if you think it is worth it. Don't wait while the rest of us bust 
our fannies. It's more fun doing it together. — Chuck Clayton, Cycle News, Inc.

THE DESERT, March 7, 1971 — 
“Pick-up the lime in beautyfull 
downtown Red Mountain,” said the 


race notice. Then go north on Trona 
Road to the same dirt road leading to 
the same starting area used half-a-dozen 
times last year. Still, it’s a pleasant 
switch from the other two desert 
courses: located respecitvely at Lucerne 
and Adelanto, Calif. The Sandblasters 
live in nearby Ridgecrest and should 
know this area well. 

I asked a Sandblaster how they were 
treated by the BLM. The answer was, 
“just great”. They were unable to get 
the 3 months prior approval for the race 
since they didn’t have a date from 
District 37 soon enough. This will be a 
problem next year too, for the first 3 
months of racing. The BLM understood 
and approved the route with one 
change. It seems there is a sandwash 
which has been designated a state road 
to the Pinnacles State Monument 
located at the northeast end of the 
valley where the race started. The 
sandwash was deleted and everything 
was OK with the BLM. 

The flag dropped promptly at 10 
o’clock for the Experts and Juniors. 
Novices left 25 minutes later. 

The run to the bomb was fairly 
rough and slower than usual: a foretaste 
of things to come. There was no place 
on the whole first loop where you could 
relax. We had whoop-de-doos, wash 
crossings, rocks, deep powder sand, two 
nasty hills, a pretty decent downhill, a 
tight, twisty, up-hill sandwash followed 
by a tight, twisty, downhill sandwash 
(complete with granite staircase) and 
plenty of dust in spite of the small 
(approx. 500) turn-out. Many small bike 
riders ran out of gas before the pits 
(myself included) due to running most 
of the loop in 2nd and 3rd gear. 

FIRST LOOP 

Tom Poteet was first rider into the 
pits one hour and four minutes after the 
start. Terry Clark (running 7th overall) 
was 8 min. behind. First Novice, Ray 
Hodge, was 35 min. behind Poteet. 

The 2nd loop (which I didn’t ride) 
was tougher than the first according to 
certain desert foxes. Mostly sand washes 
and whoop-de-doos with a steep, soft, 
single-lane hill that prompted one rider 
to comment, "I almost rode on by, 
thinking some other club was putting on 
a hillclimb." After 70 tough miles the 
Sandblasters gave the riders a change of 
pace with 10 miles of sheer agony. Then 
the finish. Some riders complained of 
poor markings in the last section and a 
few riders missed the last check. My 
own impression of the first loop, 
however, was that the marking was 
excellent. I recall thinking how difficult 
it would be to remove all that 
flourescent pink ribbon. 

At the finish line it was Tom Poteet 
2hrs. and 10 min. from the start. 
Following him 5 min. later was Mike 
Patrick and Larry Pfutzenreuter. First 
big bike in was a Husky, Mike 
Mulconery (a Junior) aboard. First big 
bike Expert was also a Husky, Morris 
Norman running 8th place. Apparently 
most of the heavyweight hot-shoes were 
at Elsinore. 

Terry Clark, running 16th (maybe 
14th due to disqualifications) was 1st 
Trail. First Novice was No. 395MX 
(Gary Dean?) on a Bultaco. One 350 
Honda sidehack ridden by Ron Mathney 
and his monkey Glen Lane finished the 
1st loop. If they actually went up those 
hills and through that uphill/downhill 
sandwash, they must be supermen! 

After the race, the China Lake 
security police came to complain about 
riders who apparently got off the course 
and into Randsburg Wash (where the 
Navy litters the desert with live 
ammunition). The course crossed the 
Navy’s paved access road to this facility 
at two points (the club had written 
permission to do this) yet members of 
my club were hassled by Navy personnel

The ambulance crew called it a safe 
run, having only one rider with a broken 
leg and no other serious injuries. When 
asked about the tough hills, a

of the road race course we've been

HAYWARD, CAL., March 7, 1971 — 
The Hayward M.C. really went all out 
for their first “rough scrambles” of the 
season. The track was a twisting, turning 
affair with a combination of soupy, 
quick sand type mud in some places and 
a thick, gooey plowed-through mud in 
others.

Utah Legislation Races Time 


By Terry Newfarmer 





SALT LAKE CITY — Here's a rundown on the bills relating to motorcyclists 
before the Utah State Legislature, as the body began its last week of session. 

RECREATION VEHICLE BILL — Senate Bill 134, passed the Senate, with 
the inclusion that property tax be paid along with the registration of all off-road 
vehicles it would require. It proceeded through the House to the sifting 
committee, and its chances of passing are high. The bill would empower the 
State Division of Natural Resources to close areas “when there is a clearly 
demonstrated need to do so.” It is backed by motorcycle dealers and Sierra Club 
alike. 

NOISE EMISSION BILL — House Bill 264, appeared to have excellent 
chances after quick committee action, but it then went to the sifting committee. 
Sifting Chairman and majority leader C. Demont Judd said ‘I don’t think it will 
ever get out of sifting." The bill calls for maximum vehicle noise (on public 





highways) to be 88 decibels at 50 feet. Current Utah law says that a motor 


vehicle must be as quiet or quieter than "original factory equipment," thus 
leaving it to the judge to decide just how loud is loud. 
Furthermore, open pipes are written up as an “equipment violation.” This 


means no fine if the machine is brought back to show it has been “repaired.” 
Organized Utah cyclists favor HB 264, in the hope it will discourage their 
bretheren who are giving them a black eye with expansion chambers on Main 
Street. 

AMENDED HELMET LAW — Senate Bill 32, made it to Senate sifting, 
apparently never to proceed. Current law requires helmets on all cyclists and 
passengers when in a 35-miles-per-hour or higher speed zone, regardless of the 
speed of the bike. The amendment would make helmets required any time the 
rider is on public roads. Most motorcycle interest in Utah seems to center on dirt 
riding, and most riders feel there are more burning issues than the helmet law, so 
the bill has received little interest. 

Utah's Legislature is limited to a session of 60 calendar days by the 
Constitution, and generally, if a bill is still in its house of origin at the beginning 
of the last week, it stands little chance of passage. By far ihe most interest has 
been shown in the Recreation Vehicle Bill, because its early drafts would have 
virtually prohibited off-road riding. It was painfully changed to be what 
organized groups consider to be a very reasonable bill — more reasonable than its 









counterpart might be at the next legislative session in 1973, if it doesn’t pass.

‘It Was the Most Exciting Winter-AMA to Date’ 


Tallahassee .Fla., Feb. 28 -— It was 
the most exciting racing yet in the 
Winter-AMA series. Cloudy, overcast 
skies turning into rain, usually mean 
only a slim crowd of hard core 
aficionados out to watch the various 
riding styles. For once, this was not 
true. The progressive promoters, per- 
haps having a-look into a crystal ball, 
advertised that the race would be run 
rain or shine, the wetter the better. All 
local publicity was geared to educate 
novice moto-cross watchers how much 
fun it was to watch the racing while it 
was raining. Fans were told to be sure 
and bring an umbrella with them. 

As the first 250 moto got underway, 
series leader Barry Higgins, after winn- 
ing almost every heat to date, found 
himself running second to factory Hus- 
qvarna rider Gannar Lindstrom, making 
his first appearance of the series. Not 
wanting to be shut down by a European 
rider, Barry proceeded to put the press- 
ure on Gunnar. Lindstrom kept pulling 
away as Barry was finding his task 
rather difficult. In third place was Gary 
Bailey, finding it hard to keep the two 
leaders even in sight. The field of riders 
were left far behind these first three. 
Johnny Lee, Zane Kent and Jim Sho- 
tton were swapping it around for the 
fourth, fifth and sixth spots. 

Higgins just seemed to be trying to 
hard. He made several mistakes from 
trying to overtake the flying Swede and 
lost valuable distance. On the fast down 
hill sections of the track, Lindstrom was 
widening the gap as he went off the hills 
without touching the ground until the 
bottom, He took an easy victory ahead 
of Higgins and Bailey. 

The open motos have usually seen 
one man open a big lead on the field all 
during the series. This first open moto 
was the most exciting heat to date in 
the series, with Jim Weinert, Peter Lam- 
ppu, Ron Stockman and Gordon 
Bowden swapping the lead lap after lap. 
If the sound of the high revving engines 
had been hushed, you could have heard 
a pin drop all through the course as all 
the spectators had their hearts in their 
throats watching the fast foursome. 

Late in the heat Weinert finally 
pulled ahead a little and it looked like 
he would have an uncomplicated win, 
but on the last lap, Lamppu, who has 
replaced injured Mike Runyan for Mon- 
tesa, made his dirve from third position. 
He sacked everyone and opened about a 
10 yard lead which was a long one in 
this race. Down the hill and into one of 
the final turns before the finish line 
came Lamppu. Weinert not giving up, 
came around some slower riders, Lam- 
ppu and almost came around his own 
rear tire as he found some little extra 
something to take the win. Way back 
about 4 feet came Ron Stockman in 
third. At a distant 10 feet was Bowden

getting fourth. 

Starting a minute behind the field, 
series points leader Brian Kenny did not 
see all of this hard fought action among 
the leaders. He put on a drive through 
the field that was unbelieveable. He 
took fifth position just a few seconds 
behind them. 

Lindstrom looked like he was going 
to do it again as the second 250 moto 
started. Getting a quick lead, he opened 
about a 30 yard lead over Gary Bailey. 
Higgins was in fourth behind an inspired 
Johnny Lee who was all over the track 
as he picked up his speed to stay with 
the leaders. 

Lindstrom had a shock as Bailey 
went around him like he was standing 
still. Bailey, obviously down on horse- 
power to the faster machines in the 
class, was pulling out all kinds of beauti- 
ful manuevers to stay ahead of Gunnar. 

Lap after lap, Gunnar would pull up 
beside Gary to pass him only to find 
another corner being entered with him 
in the wrong position. Bailey was taking 
lines through turns that aren’t in the 
book and would be impossible for and 
ordinary man. 

Meanwhile, back in third, Johnny 
Lee was doing a fantastic job of holding 
off Higgins. They were just a few yards 


behind the two leaders but couldn’t 
seem to close on them. 

Lindstrom came off a turn onto a 
straight late in the heat and used his 
power to get around Bailey. He imme- 
diately pulled about 25 yards in front of 
the hard-charging motocross professor. 
It looked to be all over. Higgins finally 
got around Lee and closed up on Bailey. 
It looked like Bailey would be relegated 
to his usual brides maid position. But 
Gary wasn’t done yet. He found still 
more ways to pick up time in the 
corners and again passed Lindstom.

Higgins, remembering his defeat in the 
first moto, decided he was going to win 
and drove around both men to take the 
checkers for the win. All three riders 
had to be way over their heads as they 
crossed the line within yards on one 
another. 

The second open heat was really no 
surprise to anyone who had watched 
Kenny's fantastic drive from behind in 
the first moto. On the second lap he had 
a 15 second lead on second place rider 
Gordon Bowden. On the fourth lap, he 
had opened it up to 30 seconds. Thirty 
seconds is a long way on a motocross 
track. It was far enough ahead that 
Stockman, who finished third. right be- 
hind Bowden thought that he was sec- 
ond. He had never seen Kenny as 
Kenny got such a quick lead at the start. 

Lindstrom again jumped into the 
lead at the start of the final 250 moto. 
He is not known for his ability in the 
mud and Higgins, who can really gas it 
when it gets wet just fell in behind him 
and stayed there. All Higgins had to do 
was to finish second in this heat and he 
would have another overall win. Higgins 
slipped early in the heat and fell down. 
It was not a hard fall. Just one of those 
where you go down and are right back 
up and back into things. As he got into 


the action again, his throttle came off in 
his hand. By the time he was going 
again, he was way back in the pack and 
had to settle for a third overall. 


Lindstom was alone in first and 
really taking things easy and being 
careful. Bailey started closing and al- 
most pulled up on Gunnar, but time ran 
out and Linstrom saw him soon enough 
to speed up and keep a healthy distance 
for the win. 

This gave Lindstrom the overall win 
with Bailey getting second. 

The last open moto showed where 
the mud riders were. Although the 250’s 
had appeared as fast as the open bikes 
earlier in the day, in the mud the faster 
riders were really turning it on. 

Kenny took the win again, followed 
by Weinert. Third was Stockman. 

The Tallahassee course was liked by 
all of the riders. If offered more variety 
than any of the tracks used in the series 
to date. It was exciting for the specta- 
tors too, with its long down hill drop 
offs, a fifty foot high straight up hill 
and lots of jumps all around the course. 
With the spectator area packed to capac- 
ity, exciting races, and happy riders, 
Tallahassee was the high point of the 
Winter-AMA series to date.

minutes to walk from one end of the 
line to the other. Even in this event, 
which was not supposed to be the main 
one, it seemed like every star of 
motorcycling was entered.

main street, in front of people's yards 
and store fronts and fences, right 
through their lives. And not all of these 
people love cycling the way we do. 
They've put up with it and some of 
them have become fans themselves. 

This year a lot of damage was done 
to property in the town. The 
temptation is to blame it all on the 
one-percenters, but they weren't the 
onesriding minibikes and trailbikes over 
people's lawns, nor did they leave all the 
trash.

Many people were hurt over the 
weekend. ABout half were spectators, 


the other half were competitors. It is a 
dangerous event, which of course is a lot 
of the fascination. There is not much 
possibility of effective crowd control. It 
would take thousands of people to 
really police the course and there is not 
enough money in the operation to 
finance that sort of program. Whether 
Elsinore can continue is problematical. I 
hope so. I don't think there's a better 
race in the country and I include 
Daytona. And I have to say that in spite 
of the fact that the Gripsters wouldn't 
sell me an entry and in spite of the fact 
that my wife was one of the spectators 
that got hurt.

SYDNEY, AUSTRALIA, Feb. 25, 1971 
— Australia wrapped up the 1970-71 
speedway Test series against Great 
Britain with a resounding 56-52 win in 
the seventh and final Test at the Sydney 
Showground. This victory meant the 
Aussies clinched a 4-1 results — their 
best ever in the four years the 
competition has been running. Two of 
the matches were drawn. 

Considering the underrated 
Kangaroos were well down on 
experience in the international field and 
they faced a team made up of world 
class riders, the home boys did 
remarkably well and should be 
justifiably proud of their achievements. 
The British, still a recognized speedway 
power, came to conquer — as usual — 
but instead were flat out saving face as 
they took defeat after defeat at the 
hands of the locals. 

Hero of the Aussie attack was 
captain Bert Kingston (Queensland), 
who scored a great 18 point maximum 
— unbeaten in his six races. Best for 
Britain was Liverpudlian Chris Pusey, 
also a grass track star, who managed 16 
points. 

ANOTHER RIDER CRIPPLED 

Never before in such a short space of 
time has so many dirt track daredevils 
been killed or maimed. 

Following earlier reports of Sydney 
rider Gary Hay being paralyzed for life, 
the dreaded situation has cropped up 
again with sensational Adelaide rider 
Laurie Hodgson being crippled in a 
track crash at the Rowley Park 
speedway, South Australia. 

Hodgson had rocketed into 
prominence in the Tests this season and

was piling up big wins all over the 
country. He was in top form and 
wowing fans and promoters with his 
skill and speed in the toughest 
competitions. A trip to England was his 
for the taking and in general he had the 
world at his feet. 

Then, one tragic night last month, 
everything crumpled in one split second. 

Laurie was pressing for the lead in a 
handicap race when the front-runner 
fell. Hodgson clipped his machine and 
was flung to the track. A following rider 
ran over him and broke his neck. 

Now the good looking 24 year old 
faces a bleak future. He lies in the 
hospital paralyzed. 

The same weekend two other riders 
in separate states were also injured. In 
Perth, Western  Austrlia, Les Leisk 
sustained back injuries when he hit 
another rider and fell and in Brisbane, 
Queensland, Bob Gourlay smashed a 
kneecap when he struck the safety fence 
at speed. 

HARKINS U.S. BOUND 

Popular Bertie Harkins, the 
bespectacled Scottish champion, plans 
to fly out to the States any day now. 

Bert sustained a fractured left 
scaphoid when he fell from a road bike 
— a speedy Honda 4 — several weeks 
ago. This dismally cut short his already 
curtailed Down Under season and left 
him sidelined for at least three months. 

Harkins was testing a road bike in the 
Sydney suburb of Liverpool, not far 
from the speedway circuit where he is 
based this season, when he lost control 
and crashed. He was whisked away to 
the hospital for immediate attention but 
the break was such that his riding for 
the summer has finished. 

The injury comes as a double blow 
for the popular Haggis eater. Las 
October, at the beginning of the 
Australian season, Harkins stopped off 
as usual in California to compete in the 
Anglo-American Gold Cup series and 
had the misfortune to crash with Rick 
Woods and break a leg. 

That kept him out of the saddle until 
after Christmas and he was only just 
starting to get back into the groove. 
Now all he can do is pack his bags and 
head back home to Scotland. There he 
hopes to see speedway's miracle medico, 
Dr. Carlo Biagi, and get fit for the 
rugged British League campaign which 
kicks off at Easter. Providing he is fit to 
ride, Bert will again captain the glamor 
London First Division team, Wembley 
Lions. 

Rather than sit around fruitlessly in 
Sydney, Bertola has decided to jet back 
to the sun of good old California (!) and 
spend some time with his many 
motorcycle acquaintances in the Los 
Angeles area before returning to 
Scotland for final treatment prior to 
getting back into the saddle for the 
1971 British League campaign.

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SRA Headlines Beginner, Novice Scrambles

ADELANTO, CAL., Feb. 14, 1971 — 
With the closing of free public riding 
areas in Southern California, many 
former. trail riders are turning to 
competition events for a place to ride. 
More of them are coming out to the 
Sportsman Racing Association’s 
monthly Beginner. and. Novice 
Scrambles. The. entry has’ almost 
doubled in each of the last three races. 
Almost three-hundred came out in 
beautiful 85 degree weather on this day 
to ride the 7.3 mile course. 

The smokebomb was on the crest of 
a low hill about three quarters of a mile 
from the start. From there the course 
crossed open desert dropping into a 
fairly fast sandwash which ended at 
Chick I. Over some rolling foothills, 
down another wash and through Check 
II brought the rider to some rather 
unique danger markings. At a point 
where the course dropped suddenly into 
a shallow ravine, a large *Danger-Bridge 
Out” highway sign caused most riders to 
slam on the brakes and check things out 
very carefully for a lap or two. From 
there into Home Check a few 
whoop-de-dos kept things interesting. 
The course was very well marked with 
lime, red arrows, and ribbon with each 
major tum bordered in strings of 
colorful “used car lot” pennants. 

The races were divided somewhat 
differently this time with the 100-125 
Beginners under 16 in a completely 
separate race. Officials did this to give 
the youngsters a chance to compete 
with only riders their own age. Some of 
the older riders were happy about this 
since the class had been won the last 
two times by a 13-year-old “shoe”. 

Unfortunately there were a. number 
of riders who had to be disqualified for 
pit racing and course-cutting, as well as 
a couple of Juniors who rode as Novices 
and three Novices who signed up as 
Beginners. There are always a few who 
will try to cheat and SRA officials want 
them to know they are not welcome. 

Everything from sign up to finisher 
pins was well organized and most riders 
seemed to think it was a bitchin race. 
Trophies for this event can be picked up 
at SRA's next race on March 14.

After seeing two 125's conquer his 
beloved mountain two weeks 
previously, Saddleback President Vic 
Wilson directed his crews to bulldoze a 
10-foot wide ledge approximately 
two-thirds up the Matterhorn’s slope.

He was right as the ledge 
caused each bike to leave the ground for 
10 to 15 feet when the front wheel hit 
the embankment.
